While health officials are working hard to distribute these
vaccines, I share the frustrations many have experienced in
scheduling an appointment. The process took me many days to
schedule an appointment for my mother and when I finally
reserved one, it felt like winning the lottery! For this reason,
many other elected officials and I are collaborating with the
State, County Health Departments, and hospitals to add new
distribution sites and to keep you updated on vaccinations as
rapidly as possible.

Expanding Vaccines

In January, I met with the Broward Joint Delegation at my old
home in the School Board building. I advocated for mental
health programs in schools and asked our Delegation to send a
written statement to Governor DeSantis to prioritize teachers to
receive the Covid vaccine. As a former teacher and School
Board Member, I will continue to advocate for students and
teachers in our State. The Broward Delegation supports our
teachers!

In February, I helped facilitate vaccine distribution to Century
Village and Colony Point, delivering over 3000 vaccines to our
most vulnerable residents. I continue to collaborate with Florida
health officials to connect more seniors with critical vaccines.

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Last November, Tropical Storm Eta crisscrossed over southeast
Broward County leaving a deluge of rain that overwhelmed our
flood management infrastructure.

To solve this problem, I met with experts from the South
Broward Drainage District (SBDD) and South Florida Water
management District and Alligator Ron Bergeron to see what
went wrong for myself. I then convened with the Pembroke
Pines City Commission, the SWR Town Council, the Davie Town
Council, and the Pembroke Pines City Commission to design
legislation which will benefit all 4 cities.

In response, I filed:

1. $300,000 appropriation to purchase 2 high capacity
mobile storm water pumps

2. $350,000 appropriation projects for Davie, Pembroke
Pines, and Southwest Ranches to construct a drainage
collection system and update existing drainage along
Dykes Road.

3. $400,000 seepage management stormwater pump to
safely return water back into the Everglades, so that cities
are better equipped to manage groundwater levels and
protect neighborhoods from flooding.

I have also introduced HB 901, requiring the Office of Economic
and Demographic Research to perform a statewide assessment
of future expenditures by federal, State, and local governments
to address both inland and coastal flood mitigation. Governor
DeSantis has proposed $1 billion towards resiliency efforts over
the next 4 years. HB 901 will strengthen Florida’s effort
towards water-infrastructure resiliency and create a targeted
and comprehensive fiscal approach to meet statewide needs. I
am proud to say Speaker Sprowls has added this language to
his Always Ready Flooding and Sea Level Rise Initiative to
protect our neighborhoods, businesses, and Floridians who
drive our economy.
